I am conſcious to my ſelf 0 
my A mona wir ary the MATE 
of the Pulpit, which makes a Plain Duty ap- 
pear in an Anſwerable Dreſs : of the Unwel- 
comenels, or (as ſome will phraſe it) the Un- 
ſcaſonableneſs of the Argument I made choice 
of ; ( for what can be more grating, than t6 
Mind men of Obedience, who are Running 
head-long zn:to Rebellion? ) I ſhort, I know 
nothing can ſhelter me fo much from Oblogquy, as 
the Supcrlative Loyalty of That Auditory 
before whom it was Delivered. 

'Tis True, it is the Firſt Commandment of the 
Second Table, The Firſt with promiſe : And 
the Main Branch whereon I have inſiſted, is, 
That of Subje&tion to our Civil Parent ; which 
I have inforced by Arguments drawn from Scri- 
prures, Chriſtian Writers, Ancient and Mo- 
dern, and, in brief, the General Conſent of All 
Mankind. If I have ſaid Too Little, or Too 
Mean (as certainly I muſt have, when I weigh 
the Dignity of the Subjet) my Fault carries its 
Apology with It, and you are bound to defend 
the ſhort Interruption and ſurprize of a Perſon 
engaged in a moſt Laborious Employ : If any 
thing like Too ſevere, it 'will be. pardonable 
from the Son of That Father who was ftyipt and 
plunder d by a Band of Army-Saints , who 


there-. 
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therefore chiefly bated Popery, that They might 
by that Pretext more ſecurely reap the Harveſt 
of Sacrilege and free Goſpel Plunder. = 

Tet nothing of this Nature had prevail'd with 
me, Had I not ſeen a.ſort. of Modern Jews, en- 
deavouring to Juſtific. rhe Acts of Their Forc- 
fathcrs, and to 7ranſiibe the Rebcllion cow- 
menc'al in Forty. One, #2: ' Bloudier Charafters, 
to be wrote with Pomt of Sword, and Scal'd 
by Dint of Blunderbuls i» Eighty Three.

Weighing this Duty 
with my ſelf, That Arguments of Charity, Brotherly 
Love, AﬀeCQtionate Kindneſs, and Endearments, have 
been Subjetts both learnedly and copioully handled by 
Pens much better acquainted with-the Methods of the

And having often caſt in my mind a very'InitruQtive

AL CITY, wherein I hadthe Happinels to draw my 


firlt Breath. 1 f 
Inviite Fideltatu Preminm. 
A Bearing and Motto together ſo Noble and Gracious, 


that I have not yer met its Reval, eſpecially when I * 


conſider the eMorro as the Preſent to his Loyal City, 
trom.a Kzag, a Martyr, and a Sairt. 
And being paſſionately deſirous, that no Bar or Blot 
may ever come intothat Elcutcheon,-I reſolv'd on this 
occaſion torecommend to your preſent Meditations,and 
your future(continued)practicea lrvelySpecimen of that 
Loyalty for which your Anceſtors Names and Memo- 


ries will ſhine in all the Annals of Poſterity. And what - 
wc are ſecure of, as tothem,41 do methinks no lets con- * 


hdently promiſe my ſeit from this Days Auditory. 

Which ſtrong Impulſe of Mind, that it may prove 
ſucceſsful, and that our preignt Aſſembling, as it 
imports; intentions of renewing Ancient correſpon- 
dency. and unanimity, fo, it,may no leſs of Rivalſhip in 
Loyal duty. I have made choice to enforce the. pra- 
ciice eſpecially of the Jatzer;from that Portion of God's 
Word, once written; by God's own Finger, and delt- 
ver'd to Moſes on Mount Sinai, (4 | - 

W hich Plain, but 'necefiary and compreheafive Du- 
ry, that we may: bhe better treat about by way of com- 
men- 
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' mentary, two things are fit to be inquired into. Firſt, 


W hat is'meant by [ Honor] 24ly, What by[ Father] and 
[ Mother.) And firſt, Hozour may be conſidered, cither 
in a Laxer, or a ſtricter acceptation. If we take it 
in the larger ſenſe, it 1s defined by the Philoſopher *  , A d; 
'Apeln; "AIor, The reward of Vertue attributed to, and *k3>u; 5 Ti 
conferred upon good Men : Or, as Aquinas, and the # 4 amv: 
School-men, purſuant to the mind of the Philoſopher, *X,,,c* 
The Teſtimony of ſome excellency in any Man accordins 
to Vertue, Thus we are ſaid to honour Valour and 
Condutt in a General, prudent diſpatches of publick 
Afairs in a Miniſter of State, Exemplary Holineſs in 
a Prelate or Divine, Indefatigable Study, and Judi- 
cious ſagacity in a Man addicted to Letters ; Thus 
we extol a skiltul Pilot in a Ship, an eloquent and per- 
{waſlive Orator at a Bar, a cunning Artificer in his 
Shop, a curious Architett in a vaſt Building, a labo- 
rious and ſucceſsful Improver of Husbandry in the 
Cultivation and Manuring of his Grounds: Briefly, 
thus we reſpe&t whatever eminency we diſcern in aay 
Man of whatſoever Profe(ſion he be: And, as the 
Son of Sirach eloquently expreſſes it. [ Eccluſ. 44. ] 
Thus we praiſe famons Men, and our Fathers that begat 
us; ſuch as did beay Rnle in their Kjngdoms, Mex re- 
uowned for their power , giving Counſel by their under- 
ſtanding, and declaring Prophecies. Leaders of the Peo- 
ple by their Counſels, by their knowledge of Learning meet 
for the People, wiſe and eloquent in their Inſtrudions, 
ſuch as found out Muſical Tunes, and recited Verſes in 
Writing, Men honored in their Generations, and who 
were the Glory of” thetr Times. 

So that Homovr in this largeſt ſenſe, is, you ſee, a 
Teſtimony and Recognition of ſomething, this or that 
way Eminent and Remarkable in the Perſons we ad- 


mire, But then 2dty, If we look upon it ftriftly,with 
B 2 a 
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a cloſer Reference to its Acceptation in my Text : 
It ſeems to be a part of Poſitive Juſtice ; which Juſtice 
as it teaches us in General, To yield to every man, that 
which by any kind of Right, he may chall:nge from us 4s 
his xe: So in particular, it calls upon us to diſcharge 
thoſe Duties which we owe to our Superiors and Betters, 

And therefore with reference to our preſent pur- 
pole, we will preſume to ſay, That by honour in my 
Text 1s meant, that Peculiar Reſpeft, Deference and 
Duty which we ove to others, conſidering our ſelves 
as Mey, as Chriftians, and as Members of a Kingdom or 
Community. 

And by this means, under the Terms of Fzther and 
Mother, we will readily comprize: 1. Our Natural, 
2, Our Sp:ritual, 3. Our Civil Parents, 

W hich threeTopicks of Diſcourſe,I had once intended 
to purſue 1n this tollowingMethod,by ſhewing wherein 
the Honour to our Natural Parents did confilt: As 1.In 
Reverence, 2. Love, 3. Obedience, 4. If necd be, 
Succour and Maintenance. 2, In reference to our 
Spiritua; Parents: 1, In Love, 2, Eſteem, 3. Main- 
tenance, 4. Obedience. Laſtly, for our Civil Parents, 
1. In Honour, 2. Tribute, 3. Subjection. In refc- 
rence to all three, in Prayers for them, 

But finding this Method. too extenſive for a ſingle 
Diſcourſe, I rcſolv'd better to conſult your Patience, 
by ſpeaking to the two firſt kinds of Parents ſuccinctly 
and in General, And even in the th:rd inliſting only 
on that neceſſary Branch of it, viz. Subjedtion. 

In treating about which I ſhall endeavour, and hope 
cfectually to ſhew, That both the expreſs Word of God, 
the Unanimons Conſent both of the Primitive and Later 
Chriſtians, as alſo that of the more Sober and Fudicions 
Heathens do conſpire to this Aſſertion; .and that it is not 


Honly the exprels. Injunttion of the Goſpel, but allo the 
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Univerſal and concurrent Vogue of all Mankind, Rex:- 
der unto Ceſar the thimgs that are Caſars, 

Toe begin with the Firſt of theſe three Generals : 
The Honenur due to Natural Parents, 

Which Duty being (as the Orator ſpeaks) a thing 
(as it were) born with us, and bred in us, ſhould me- 
thinks ſtand in need of little or no-Motives to enforce 
it, For conlidering with how great diſadvantages (in 
compariſon of the Fetus of moſt other Creatures ) 
poor Infants make their entry into Light ; How far, 
and for how long a Time they ſtand in need of all ex- 
trinſick Aids and Succours, in reſpe&t of both their 
Natural and their Moral Incapacities, both which muſt 
find Supplies directly or indireQly from the tender 
care and Bowels of a Father toward thoſe living ſe- 
parate Eſſentials of Himſelf, 

Methinks, I ſay, ſince the Daties of Honour and Obe- 
diexce upon theſe ſuppoſals, are, or ought at leaſt to be, 
the Pure Reſult of Innate Gratitude and Retribution ; 
an Argument of this Nature ſhould want no Perſwa- 
live to it. 

But when on the other hand we ſee the Degexeracy 
and Reftiveneſs of Tonth, as to: their Practice in the 
Caſe: I can hardly forbear pronouncing upon this, 
as our Bleſſed Saviour did upon the Caſes of Divorce 
among the Jews, and ſay, Yerily for the Hardneſs 
and Unaaturalneſs of our Hearts God gave us this Law. 

All Duty, certainly alt Love, Reverence, Succor, 
Relief, Tenderneſs 1s ſo far {hort of what Indulgence 
our dear Parents fir{t exhibited to. Us, when utterly: 
Incapacitate for ſelf-afſiſtance ; That, methinks no- 
thing on this fide a Monſter and Prodigy in Nature 


could be rempted to entertain-other thoughts toward 


a Parent, than of expreſſing the Highelt Willingneſs 


to execute their (lawful ) commands ; The Freeſt 
Proms 
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Promptitude to comport with their Requeſts ; the 
greateſt chearfulneſs and Alacrity to do 'em Service ; 
the moſt Paſſionate deſires to oblige and indear 'em ; 
the moſt Anxious Fears, leſt in any thing we offend 
'em : Briefly, the molt ambitious deligns of approving 
our ſelves to 'em by all external As of Reverence and 
Honour ; as knowing that what deference we pay to 
them, we (in eftect) devolve upon our ſelves,and chal- 
lenge the like Homage from our Children and Po- 
{terity. 

And yet, even this moſt Natural Duty has in all 
Ages been molt unduely {Ighred and contemned ; The 
Pretext of Corban with a zealous Phariſee has Eluded 
or Ontweigh'd it ; The ſupine Izſolence of an Atheift 
has Poſtponed it ; The Real of a New Light has almoſt 
extinguiſh'd it, Notwithſtanding God Almighty once 
Pronounced it, Annexing the Sole Promiſe in the whole 
Decalogue to the Obſervation of it, even Length of 
Days. 

I ſhall not here take occaſion to repeat to you the 
frequent Inculcations of this Duty in Scriptures, both 
of Old and New Teſtament, eſpecially in the Book 
of Proverbs, and the Epiſtles of St. Pad. 

Nor on the other hand call to your memory the 
Pernicions Effetts of Diſobedience, the Threats and Me- 
naces denounced againlit it : "Of dy:ng the Death, of ha- 
210 their Lamps put out in obſcurity, of the Ravens of 
the Valley picking out their Eyes, &c. 

This laſt heavy Denuncaation, I confeſs I cannot 
ſl:p without a little notice taking ; The expreſſion oc- 
curs, Prov. 3o. v.17. The Eye that mocketh at his Fa- 
ther, and deſpiſeth to obey his Mother, the RAVENS 
of the VALLET ſhall pick it out, and the young 
Eagles ſhall eat it, It implies the Higheſt Vindidive 
Trſtice a Man 1s capable of receiving 1a this World, 
as 
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as the Reward and Gennine Fruit of Diſobedience. 

For, as a Learned Man * now living obſerves out of 
the Jewiſh Writers, They who for their Rebellion 
againſt their Parents were aajnlged to Death by the 
Law of Moſes; To make them more Deteſtable to Hu- 
mane Nature, their Bodies were thrown into ſome 
loathſome Places,calPd, the Valley of Carkaſes (Jer.z1.) 
or the Y alley of Crows, as Bochartus conjectures. 

And, though the Jews according to the ſtriftneſs of 
their Law, were not to ſuffer a dead Body to remain 
upon the Gibbet beyond the Evening, yet in ſome 
caſes we find they did, as is plain from 2 Sam. 21, In 
the caſe of Sau/'s ſeven Sons, who were hang'd in Gz- 
bexh of Saul.g And Paulus Fagirs upon my ext ob- 
ſerves, citing theſe very words of Azwr, That Diſo- 
bedient Children ſhall come to an IG NOMINIOUS 
DEATH, and end their Days bran HALTER, or 
Wome other Puniſhment, and ſo become FOOD for 
CROWS. 

And having thus briefly delivered my ſenſe concern- 
ing Obedience, together with the Fatal Conſequents of 
the contrary, I might ſuperſede this Argument. And 
yet, methinks I cannot leave it, without this one 
Remark. 

- That as a Free, Ingennons and Spontaneous Deference 
to Natural Parents founded upon Principles of Hum:- 
tity and Gratitude, chalk out a bright and ſhining Path 
to Men toa Procedure in all Yertnoms and Godly Conrſes ; 
So on the other hand a #:hborn, Reftive, Diſobedient 
Tempey unnmaſter'd in our Touth, qualifies for $:h:/7n, 
Faftion and Rebellion in the {elf fame Perſons when be- 
come Adult; And he who im his tender Years has 
learnt the Method of Deſiſizo the Diff ates of his F:- 
ther, is fairly Principled, T mult needs ſay, and may 
(tor ought I know) eſteem it no fmall Branch ot his 
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Liberty and Property, to oppoſe the Wiſe and juſt In- 
junCtions and Commanas even of the Prizce and Father | 
of his Country, 

In a word, which is an (yet) higher Aggravation 
of the Sin ; Diſobedience to our Parents, as it is a Sin 
that ſtands charged and branded with the blackeſt 
Character of INGRATITUDE : So to me it ſeems to 
come but little (it at all) ſhort of down-right Sacrilege. 
For as St. Johz infers in the Argument of Brotherly 
love, {o mult I in this of Filial Duty, He that will xot 
Honour and Obey his Parent whom he hath ſeen, How 
much leſs will he be induced to Honour God whom he hath 
not ſeen ? 

And thus I clole my Deſcant on the þcſt Branch of 
Honour due to Father and Mother, 


The zext ſort of Parents to whom the Hoxour in 
my Text is due, arc our Spiritual Parents. Thoſe who 
labour among us, and are over us in the Lord, and ad- 
moniſh us, ( as St. Paul ſpeaks, 1 Thefſ. 5. 13.) Theſe 
we are to eſteem very hizhly in love for their Works 
ſake. 

Now the Hozour due to theſe Perſons, that we may 
the better be apprehenſive of ; it will be requiſite to 
take a curſory view of what CharaFers they [ſtand com- 
mended to us under 1n the Scriptures. 

As firſt (under the old Law) they are faid to be 
2n0inted to their Office. So we read, Exod. 4oth. of the 
anointing Aaron and his Sons, that they might miniſter 
to the Lord in the Prieſt s Office ; And their anointing was 
to be for an everlaſting Prieſthood throughout their Gene- 
rations. And the Prophet I/aiah ſpeaking of our Sa- 
viour Chr:#, ſays, c.61.v.1. That the Lord had a- 
nointed him to Preach, Now there were but three ſorts 
ot People capable of this Unition among the Fews, viz. 
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Kines, Prieſts and Prophets, which may ſuffice to be 
ſpoken for the firſt Branch of their Charatter. 

In the next place they were call'd Goa*'s HOLT 
ONES; Thus Moſes when he Bleſſed the Children 
of 1/rael, Deur. 33. v.8. ſaid of Levi, Let thy Thum:- 
mim and thy Urim be with thy HOLT ONE. 

Again, they are ſtiled Watchmen, fo Iſai. 62. v. 6. 
I have ſet Watchmen upon thy Walls, O Jeruſalem 


[ pro muris tuis pro ſalute tua precatores conſtitui Sacer- 


dotes & Levitas] (lo Grotizs *) And Ezek. 3. v.17. Ter. ri 
have made thee a Watchman to the Houſe of Iſrael : To wh.p. 335- 


which accords that of F6. 3. v. 17. Where the Du- 
ty of Obedience to 'em is urged on this Account. For, 
ſays the Apoſtle, They Watch for your Souls as they that 
muft grve an Account. 

W hich Perſons there ſaid to have the Rule over 
them, and who on that ſcore are to be obey'd, That 
you may he aſſured St. Paul meant of no other but 
Spiritual Fathers or Paſtors ; you may be ſatisfied from 
v. 17. of the foremention'd 5 Theſſ. That they were 
thoſe which laboured among 'em, were over "em in the Lord, 
and admoniſh'd 'em. 

And indeed throughout the New Teſtament we 
find them ſtiled, ſometimes Lzghts, ſometimes Stewards, 
elſewhere Planters, Builders, Pillars, Shepherds, Ambaſſa* 
donurs, Rulers, nay Stars and Angels. Theſe High and 
Honourable Titles are, you ſee, beſtowed upon them 
in the Scriptures, ; 

And to ſay the Truth, in all Nations and Ages, 
thoſe who were Converſant about Holy Things, have 
had peculiar Deference and Veneration paid *em. Such 
was that to the Magi among the Perſians, the Hiero- 
phante with the Exyptians, the Brachmans among the 
Indians, the Druids among the Gauls, and the Arugures 
amidſt the old Etruriaxs and Romans, 
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Indeed all Nations throughout the whole Series of 
Hiſtory, whether Civi/ or Barbarows, have ever had a 
due regard for thoſe Perſons whom they have look'd 
upon as employed Circa Sacra, and whoſe Engagements 
have been devoted to the Service of their Temples, 


Nor has this Duty and Reſpect to Perſons, whoſe 
Profeſſion was reputed Divine, ever totally E454 and 
Stagnated, Till in thele latter Ages of the World a 
Generation of Men aroſe, whoſe Months (*tis true) 
were filkd with the Dialect of Canaan, but in their 
Moral lineaments and features they ſo tranſcribed Corah 
and his Aſſociates; As if the Earth being weary of the 
Burden, had again miraculouſly fend up thoſe wery 
Individuals, whom once by God's command in Vin- 
dication of His Servants, Moſes and Aarox's Honour, 
ſhe had of old ſwalowd Alive within Her Bowels, 

Theſe Men, I grant, were Qxalified, or, (to phraſe 
it in their own Idiom) Gz#fte#, to tell the Sos of 
Levi, They took too munch upon *em, And that Al! the 
Lords People (from Weavers down to Broom-men, 
Tinkers and Tranſlators) Even All the Lords People 
were Holy.” / | 

It is a Tragical Hiſtory which I recollect :- Whileſt 
I mention theſe things before you this Day, for I no 
ſooner entertain the thought of it, but methinks I ſee 
before mine Eyes, not Lozaoz's only, but All Englands 
Bill of Mortality, in reſpect of the Genuine Tribe of 
Levi. | 

And I moſt heartily Pray to God, and hope you All 
Unanimouſly Joyn with me at this Moment : That 
neither You, nor I, nor Any of our Poſterity may 
ever ſee the Repeated Effects of ſuch a Diſmal and 
Amazing, ( yet itill Pretended ) Thorough Reforma- 
tion.

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For they did indeed Reform, and that too Thoronghly, 
But How ? 

Firſt, by the Barbarows Murdey of that Prelate, who 
was confeſſedly the Maul and Batterer of the Romiſh 
Cauſe ; a Prelate, of whom even his ſevereſt Enemy, 
(after the Fatal Blow once Dealt) could ſay, That 
Biſhop Lawd had {mote the Pope under the fifth Ribb. 

They did Reform. But How? By Impriſonia? 
one Moyety of the Biſhops in the Tower, and by Divi- 
ding and ſharing the Poſſeſſions of them All. 

They did Reform. But How? By turning All the 
Loyal Lonadon-Clergy out of Doors, making their Wives, 
Widows ; and their Children (in efftet) Fatherleff be- 
fore their Time. 

They did Reform. But How? By ſhutting up 
Church-Doors, eſpecially on ſuch Feſtivals, as did com- 
memorate the Mercy of our Redemption in its ſeveral 
Circumſt ances. And by S»ſperding the U/e of Sacra- 
ments 1n diverſe Places of the Land, and This, without 
the FOREIGN ASSISTANCE of a ROMAN 
INTERDICT. | 

They did Reform, by Turning Cathedrals into Sta- 
bles, and Churches into Synagognes of Stan, and Capes 
of Unclean Birds, where the Cormorant and the Bittern, 
the Owle and the Ravey, the Satyr and the Shrich-Owle 
ſhould ſupply rhe Place of Chorifters, and unneceſſary 
Church-Muſick, . 

In a word, They did Reform, by Totally Abolifhing 
the Reaſonable Chriſt ian Service of the Common-Prayer, 
and by Iztroducing an AﬀetFed Rhapſody of Blaſphemy 
and Nox-ſexſe in its ſtead,

Firſt, Anointed. Secondly, Gods.

The Next is, That of his Anointing David, x Sam. 
16.13. Where he Anointed him amidſt his Brethren, 
and the Spirit of the Lord came upon David from That 
Day forward. The 
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The Account of which Anointing, That we may the 


better underſtand, * we are to Remember, That the s m=_ Dr. tem. 
chief Uſe of Os and Azointing among the Jews was ye (<) 


at their Feſtivals, wherein the Pouring Oy/ on the 
Heads of the Gueſts, was the Higheſt Expreſſion of the 


Greateſt Joy at their Reception, 


Hence afterward Anoizting came to Denote the 
Preferring One before Another, and fo in time became 
the Ceremony of. Conſecrating to any Special Office. 

Agreeable to this it 1s, that That Eminent Perſon 
propheſied of by Moſes, whom God ſhould ſend, and 
whom they were to Hear, is known by the ſtile of 
The Azointed, The Meſſiah : becauſe he was thus pre- 
ferr'd by God, According to that of Pſal. 45. being 
Anointed with Onl of Gladnefi above his Fellows. 

Thus K/z-gs are call'd, The Anointed of the Lord : 
And 'tis a particular Piece of Honour, which God by 
way of Anticipation expreſſes to Cyrus King of Perſia 
by the Prophet Iſaiah, c.45.v.i. Thus ſaith the Lord 
to his Anointed, to Cyrus, whoſe Right hand I have holden 
to ſubdue Nations before him, 


Again, Another Stile of Honour which the Scri- 
ptures do Afrgn *em,'-is, The Compellation of Goas. 
Pal. 82. v. 6. I have ſaid Ye are Gods, And All of You 


are the Children of the Moſt High. Which Stile of the. 


Prophet. David our Saviour ſeems not in the leaſt to 
Carp at : [Joh. 10. v. 34.] but rather makes uſe of it 
as an Argument «4 minorz, to free and V:indicate himſelf 
from the Ca/umny of Blaſphemer caſt upon him by the 
Tews, When he declared himſelf to be the Son of God.

Nero, I fay again, had his Quizquennium, which 
(to the Scandal of a late Reforming Cauſe) A Later 
Uſurping Traytor was no more Able to boaſt of du- 
ring His Quinquenzium, than his Sox aiter Him of 
His Undoubred Right to. the Syccſron, notwirh- 
itanding he had been confirmed in it by the Fus 
Divinum of an ALMOST INFALLIBLE COM- 
MON COUNCIL.

I conclude therefore this Third General, with this 
Aſſertion: That Honour, Subjeftion and Obedience is 
Due to Sovereigns, or Civil Parents: and That by our 
Saviour's Example, The Doctrines of his Apoſtles, The 
Affirmation and Prattices of Primitive Fathers, and 
Chriſtian Writers, and (in fine) by the Univerſal Con- 
ſent of Nations, 


But I am ſenſible How Time Paſſes, I ſhall there- 
fore briefly Deliver what I have farther to fay under 
theſe Two Heads.

TI. An Exhortation to Loyal Dnty. 


1. I will Repreſent the Pernicions Conſequents of 


Diſobedience to our Civil Parents, 

In explaining whereof, I might (by way of Argu- 
ment, Ad Hominem, ) Recollect the Hiſtory of the 
Late Vanatural Wars; Which maze fo Mony Children 
FatherlefS, and Mothers Chilalefſ: And Af this Owing 
to the Inſolext and Diſoveaient Humonr of a Rebelliors 
Club of Sons of Belia!l, Men who had made Shipmrack 
of their Faith and Alieo:5nce bath at once; And had 
Voted 
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Voted It Religion, To commence Daring and Barefaced 
T raytors ; ----==-- had Affirm'd It the Cauſe of Chriſt, and 
of the Goſpel, not only to Blaſpheme, but even to Op- 
poſe God and the Kjng : The Firſt, By entring into - 
Solemn Covenants and Engagements, Contrary to former 
Oaths and Tyes, The Latter, By appearing in the Field 
Againſt Him in Pitch'd Battels, and Declaring them- 
ſelves No longer His Subjetts, but Their Sovereign Lu- 
cifer's, by Proclamation of it Made from Months of® 
Cannons and Gnns. 

I might come N72her Home, and mind you of the 
Particular Devaſtations and Ruines which Rebellion 
wrought within the Sphere of Tour Nativity, Where- 
in, though the Loza/ty of your Anceſtors was Exem- 
plary, yet the Victrix Cauſa, (T tranſlate it) the Re- 
bel Cauſe then Prevailing, and (as it is Monumentally 
phraſed ready to my Hand) BY.

That ſingle Text of St. Pau!'s flies like the Flaſhes 
of the Infernal Fire, in the Faces of Guilty Perſons. 
He That Reſiſts, ſhall receive to himſelf Damnation. 

Now If any Man be fo Inſenſate, as tro Court the 
Society of the Devil and his Angels, thoſe Primitive 
Patterns of Rebellion ; fo Fool-hardy, as to think it a 
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Piece of Gallantry to Conteſt with Everlaſting Burn- 
ings; Let him ſet up for Treaſon, if he think fit; 
His Reward is aſſign'd him, By the Mouth of two A- 
poſtles, St. Pal and St. Jude : But 'tis ſo Diſmal, That 
my 1 on:eue lifts not to utter it, 


I proceed therefore in the Next Place to Exhort to 
the Duty of Firm Obedience and Subjettion to our Sowe- 
reion, Tn which Particular, If it be ſhorter than 
Intended; know,' Tis the Preſumed Fidclity of You my 
Conntry-men, That makes me ſo, For while I preach 
this Doctrine to Others, who by Accident are Hear- 
ers, I do but Exemplifie and Winffrate Tour Charatters 
to the World. 

Indeed, This Argument of Srbjeitioz and Obedience 
would admit of Many Motives. In Scriptures you 
know, as I have Already ſaid, They are ſtiled Anointed, 
yea and Gods too. In Scripture you hind frequently 
God and the Kizz ſo nearly Foyw'd : 1 Chron. 29. v.20. 
We Read that Al the Congregation Worſhipped the 
LORD axd the KING. Solomon commands his Son, 
Fear Thou the LORD and the KING. 

*'Tis true, In the 8. of 1/2/ah, You'l find mention of 
a ſort of People, who ſhall Curſe therr KING and their 
GOD. And the falſe ſuggeſtion againſt Naboth Ran, 
That he blaſphemed GOD and the KING. As if the Honour 
or Diſhoaour of the Former, were Included and: Implyed 
in the Latter, 

Nay, To endear our Obedjexce to 'em more, The 
Scriptures ſtile *em The Breath of our Noſtrils; and 
exprelly tell us, That' They are worth Ten Thouſand of 
Vs. 

But above All, there is a Text, [ 1/azah 49.] Where- 
in *tis promis'd for a Signal Bleſſing to the Church of 
Chriſt, That KINGS ſvould be their Nurſing Fathers, 
and 
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and QUEENS their Nurſnz-Mothers.Fo which I would 
ſubjoyn that of the Prophet Ma/achi, by way of Infe- 
rence., A Sou Honoureth his Father : If the King then 
be Onr. Father, where is His Honour ? 

But methinks I might ſuperſede All this. And if 
Scriptures and All orher Writers were, and ever had 
been ſilent in the Matter ; Yet ſurely we of This 
Hard have-an Argument for Paying Honour and $1b- 
jection to Onr Moſt Gracious Soveraign, beyond All Na- 
tions under Heaven, The Argument is SACRED, 
*tis no leſs than his MAJESTY Himſelf, A Prince 
ſo much a Mirror of Mercy, Clemency and Goodneſs ; 
That had he not had a Father before him, of whom 
Fle only fay, in the words of the Author to the He- 
brews, OF WHOM THE WORLD WAS NOT 
WORTHY ; It had been Impoſſible to find Onur So- 
veraion's Parallel in Hiſtory, though we Raxſaci'd 
and carefully Peruſed the Annals of Alf Times and 
Nations, 

And yet cven againſt this SOVERAIGN 
COODNESS, there have of late been found 
Bloody. Conſptratozs and Aﬀociatozs ; which ſhould 
be Argument to Us to Donble and Treble our Obedi- 
ence and Duty to Him. We that have ever been Faith- 
ful, ſhould for this very Reaſon be much more ſuch in 
This Juniture and Emergency, And foraſmuch as by 
a MIRACULOUS ACT OF PROVIDENCE 
the Conſpiracy has been diſcover'd, ſo Bloodily form'd a- 
gainſt that SACRED LIFE, and in IT again{ 
us ALL. 

Let Us with Hearts hifr up to Heaven, Adore God's 
Infinite, Unſpeakable Goodneſs to this Nation, In the 
T:mely Prevention of the Szares of Death laid for Vs ; 
Since I may be bold to ſay, That our Own Lives were 
more Truly boxnd «p in the Life of Our Soverairn,

To That ozely Wiſe and Graciors God therefore, who 
has in Al Jges ſhew'd his Power and Mercy in thc
